‘For a long time the merchants’ organiza- 


tion has been appealing to the Western lines 
unavailingly, that they make to its member- 
Ship the same concessions given to any 
and all kinds of societies guaranteeing the 
purchase of 100 tickets. 
‘The attention of Mayor Harrison was 
ed to the situation some time since and 
he conferred with his Official legal advisor, 
the Corporation Céunsel. 
Yesterday the Maybr volunteered to take 
an active part in the controversy on behalt 
of Chicago's commerce and trade. At his 
request a committee from the association 
went over to the City Hall in the morning 
and held a long conference with Mayor 
Harrison ‘and Mr. Thornton. 


State the Situation. 

To enable the Mayor and Corporation 
ounsel to clearly understand the situa- 
ion and also give them something of a 
foundation to work upon, the committee 
prepared and left with them this statement: 
he National Association of Merchants 
and Travelers was organized about a year 
ago, and consists of practically the entire

Refusal ef the Railways. 

“ Our application was based on concessions 
that had been granted to the Merchants’ 
association of New York. It was absolutely 
* refused by the Executive committee repre- 
senting Western railways in the Western 
Passenger association, the excuse being that 
our members would naturally transact pri- 
vate business while here.

“Tt is a well known railway practice to 


grant low rate transportation to any and 
all kinds of associations that will agree to 
have 100 persons in attendance. The asso- 


ciation of Merchants and Travelers in the 


Northwest and Southwest, whose headquar- 
ters are in Chicago, having complied with 


all the conditions of the association and 


railway practice, have made the same re- 
Quest that is granted every day to all kinds 
of associations and are refused unquestion- 
‘ably because their headquarters are in the 
‘City of Chicago.“ | 
In addition to all this it was recited that 
‘there are about 60,000 members, country 
merchants, scattered through the Western 
and Northwestern States, all of whom would 
come to Chicago twicé a year ‘to attend 
meetings if they could get the benefit of the 
customary rate. | 
Harrison Gives His Pledge. : 
Mayor Harrison assured the committee 
he was thoroughly in accord with the pur- 
poses of the association and its efforts to 
bring country merchants to Chicago, and 
pledged the support of his administration. 
Mr. Thornton had this to say in regard to 
the matter: 
“This administration has gone into the 
fight and will do all it can to assist the 
Merchants’ and Travelers’ association in 
rémoving a discrimination on the part of the 
railroads which seems to exist to the dis- 
advantage of Chicago in either passenger 
or freight traffic rates. 7 
„Our merchants have complained for 
years of discriminations on the part of the 
railroads against business-men in this cfty. 
I have no doubt this is one of the reasons 
why Chicago shows every week a decrease 
in the bank clearances as compared with 
last year while other cities show increase.

Accused of Selling a Beverage in st. 

Louis That Is Worse than the 
Demon Rum. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 1.—[Spectial.]}—There 
are twenty-five gaudily. painted drinking 
fountains on as many corners, at 
intervals of three blocks, in the down- 
town districts of this city. They are main- 
tained by the good women of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance union and are looked 
upon by the fair enthusiasts as their strong- 
est ally in the fight against the demon rum. 
The fountains contain what the women 
call “‘a delicious, purely medicinal, health- 
ful, non-alcoholic beverage, guaranteed 
harmless to the smallest child,” or, in plein 
words, cherry phosphate. A penny dropped 
into a lot at the front of the fountain 
starts this ambrosia flowing and procures 
for the purchaser: half a pint of liquid in- 


The white-ribboners’’ were felicitating 
one another today upon their achievement 
in the interest of the temperance cause when 
they were suddenly shocked by the public 
statement of an expert chemist, who insisted 
that they were selling a drink that commit- 
ted greater ravages on the stomach than thé 
best or worst Mountain Dew ever passed | 
over the bar.

CHARLES NELSON WOUNDED WHILE 
“ BIKING ” WITH MISS STAPLES. 


Resting for a Momeni at Midnight on 
® Bench in Washington, an Un- 
uon Fires Three Bullets at Him 


Partly Pierces His Heart—No Chance 
for Recovery—Story Told by the 


While Charles 
a stenographer, sat on a bench in Wash- 
ington Park last midnight with his com- 
panion in a bicycle ride, Miss Margaret 
Staples, 1557 Michigan avenue, an unknown 
assassin fired three bullets at him from the 
cover of a lilac bush. | 
‘One of the leaden missiles crashed through 
the young man's breast bone, tore through 
the covering of his heart, and dropped to’ 
the diaphragm. The wound in the heart 
while not penetrating the cavities, caused 
4 enough hemorrhage to make the victim's 
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The suit was filed in Justice Foster's court 
last night, and, of course, the effort to col- | 
lect a debt from one of the oldest and 
wealthiest churches in the city created a 
sensation. Butit is said that the full revela- 
tions of the true inwardness of the suit will 
not be developed until the hearing, which 
is set for Wednesday, July 7. Bishop Mer- 
rill will appear as a witness and there will 
come in as defendants leading and wealthy 
citizens, who have long affiliated with the 
church. 

Elements in the Suit. ¥ 

Two elements figure in the suit. Choir- 
master Bowers claims that among those who 
are opposed to paying him for his services 
are Arthur Dixon, long one of the pillars; 
Morris A. Goodrich, George W. Dixon, J. N. 
Banks, A. E. V. Fields, and August Johnson; 
while in the faction which favors settlement 
for his services are the Rev. H. D. Kimball, 
the pastor; . Benjamin Hopkins, Stephen 
Mann, John N. Francis, J. F. Willaman, and 
Walter De Kalb. 

Mr. Bowers says he was engaged as choir- 
master last December at a salary not to ex- 
ceed 880 a month. No one ever complained 
about his work or his music, and in all things, 
save one, his position was as satisfactory as 
he could wish. The one drawback was that, 
for some reason or other, he never received 
any salary money. | 

He was engaged, he says, by John N. Fran- 
cis and C. B. Hopkins, who constituted a com- 
mittee representing the trustees. He signed 


e had complete charge of the 
music ‘and sides performed -numerous 
other duties forthe church.

The company refused to recognize the de- 
mand and 200 out of a total of 500 men quit 
work at 6a. m. yesterday. } 
The furnaces were kept in operation yes- 
terday with a crippled force, but the strikers 
were positive the entire plant would have 
to shut down today. When the news of the 
strike became generally known over 100 
men gathered at the gates seeking the places 
vacated by the strikers, but when they. 
learned the rate of wages paid the greater 
number refused to go to work.

They scarcely 
had seated themselves when a man ap- 
peared half hidden by a large lilac bush 
across the roadway from them. Without 
a word he leveled a pistol at Nelson and 

- blazed away three times. Then he ran. 
Thought Assassin Was a Negro. 

Miss Staples thought the assassin was a 
colored man, but the darkness of the night, 
she said, might have made her think that. 

The policeman carried the unconscious 
man to the nearest patrol box, called an 
ambulance, and when it arrived Nelson was 
hurried to the nearby Chicago Hospital and 
Miss Staples was taken to Hyde Park Police 
Station to be held as a witness. 

Then the police went to her home to make 
inquiries as to her acquaintance with Nel- 
son. They also went to Washington. Park 
to see if they could track the man who is. 
said to have fired the fata] shot. The ground

In the meantime Nelson was placed on 
the hospital operating table. Dr Grace and 
Dr. H. M. Hall made a digital examination 
of the ugly wound in his breast. 

Dr. Grace expressed great astonishment 
at what he discovered. His finger passed 
through the sternum (breastbone) at the 
juncture of the fifth rib.. Then it passed 
through into the chest and through the 
ragged edges of the pericardium, or the 
membranous sac that incloses the heart, 
The heart tissue was bruised and bleeding, 
but no hole had been made into the blood 
chambers within. 

That the man should lve in such a con- 
dition was remarkable. 

However, there was a steady flow. of 
blood from the wound that made death only 
a matter of a few moments.
